The family of Ber(r)ington of Shrewsbury and Moat Hall [VIS.SALOP.1623] [BLG 1914] 
are said to take their name from the parish of Berrington, Salop. Joseph Berington 
1746-1827 [DNB] and Charles Berington 1748-1798 [DNB], both catholic divines are 
said to be of this family. 


Rowley is within the Forebridge of Stafford, which belonged to a religous house in 
Stafford, of which William Stafford, esq. died seised 12 Eliz [1569-70] and which 
descended to his grandson William, and from him to sir Robert Stanford, whose son 
Edward sold it to Richard Berrington, who married his daughter, and had issue John, 
who enjoyed it in 1660. (Degge) [ERDESWICK (1844) 175]
